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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is the same argument that 
was raised in the previous Amendment, Paper No. 4, to which examiner replied in Office Action of 8/8/2002, Paper No. 5. Applicant 
alleges that the cited prior art, Donnelly, teaches that the emulsified oil agent is applied to the web and not to the Yankee drier cylinder. 
Examiner responds as follows. Donnelly discloses that the emulsified oil agent is sprayed into the pressure nip 16' formed between the 
drying cylinder 17' and the associated press roll 19'. It is thus anticipated, or in the alternative, obvious that spraying of the emulsified oil 
agent into the nip sprays the agent onto the surface of the Yankee drier as it sprays the emulsified oil agent onto the web. This is clearly 
shown in Figure 2.. 
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
